Increase Grain, Yields 


How ean the existencéof forests at 
the sourées of a stream uffect the crops 
inthe district watered bythe stream? 

The qnestion'is not hard to answer, 
The chief need for the growth of all 
plants is water, 
known authorities estimates that fie'd 
crops use 3CO to 500 tons of water for 
every ton of dry material produecd.. 
This uses up the water in from 24 to 
5 iffehes deep of the’soil. 


Naturally, the nearer the water is 
{o the soo0ts of the plants, the easier 
itis for the plauts to take up the water 
and the better the crop will grow. 
Water whether running free in the 
stream or lying in the soil will seek 
the lowest level. If the level of the 
water in the stream -falls, then the
